Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, Is vigorously opposed to the 
passage of the bill In regard to the 
adoption of children. The bill was giv- 
er, to Assemblyman 
Hart North by 


Judge Chas. N. Fox. Its new feature is 
thet a legitimate child cannot be adopt- 
ed without the consent of its parents, 
if living, except the parent is confined 
in an insane asylum upon judicial de- 
termination of insa-hity, burt in the last 
named case the consent of a duly ap- 
pointed sruardian of such child or of 
such Insane parent shall first be ob- 
tained. 


"The bill la extremely pernicious," 
said Mrs. Prescott today. "It will d,e- 
prlve our society' of the authority to 
take children from dissolute, immoral 
and improvident parents and place 
them in comfortable homes. I do not 
know Judge Fox, but I am sure that a 
great mistake will be made If this bill 
is introduced and passed. I have the 
guardianship of many children whose 
parents are unfit to take care of them. 
If this bill is passed the parents can 
prevent me from placing the children In 
good homes. 
Its effects will be far 
reaching and disastrous. 


"Now I will give an example of what 
harm can be accomplished if It goes into 
effect. 
I have applied for the guar- 


dianship of three little children and the 
mother has given her consent to my ap- 
pointment. Suppose the mother should 
die, the father, who is a worthless fel- 
low and has never lifted Ms finger to 
support his family, could prevent my 
taking charge of those children if this 
bin should carry. It would cause cruel- 
ty to children to increase and our so- 
ciety would be unable to aid little ones. 
The bill would, be most pernicious and 
I trust that Mr. North-will not even in- 
troduce it into the ^Assembly."

Dr. McLean, the Health Officer of Al- 


amecJa, did not go to 'Washington for 
his health.

The first 
was to induce the Federal- Government 
to buy a nunjber of toll roads leading 
into Yosemite Valley, in which he was 
Interested. He 
had been working at

ment. At least, the two plans were as- 
sociated. 


If the cession went through it was 


expected that the Federal Government 
would buy the toll roads.

But that pro- 
ject has failed for the present because 
the Stato has refused to part with Yo- 
semite; and because there is a good 
prospect that ac electric or steam rail 
road will be pushed into the valley. 


The other scheme which the Health 


officer 
cherished, 
was to use moat 


of 
the harbor appropriation for the 


construction of the tidal canal. If it 
could not be used in that way, then to 
defeat any appropriation for the im- 
provement 
of-the harbor. The train- 


ing walls might go unfinished, and the 
channel undredged, for any thing that 
he 
cared. He is an expert lobbyist, 


and has improved his opportunities to 
defeat the appropriation, taking advan- 
tage of a technical error in the esti- 
mate of cost for improving the harbor.

Tho Turn of Events in Nicaragua. 


Nicaragua has disappeared as an in- 


dependent Republic in a confederation 
with two oUhe-r States of Central Amer- 
ica. "Wliether the two remaining States 
wilt come into the compact Is not yet 
known. But the relation of Nicaragua, 
to the ship canal has been radically 
changed. What was once her business 
has become the business of-'the Confed- 
eration. It has sent a minister to Wash- 
ington whose first act was to protest 
ag-aJnst any further ca.nal proceedings 
under the concessions 
by virtue of 


w'hicli, aid was asked o£ the Federal 
Government. 


The next proceeding was to remova 


from office the Nica.ra.guan Consuls at 
New York and San Francisco. ( Captain 
Merry, who filled the -latter office, 'has 
long beet* distinguished for his zeal in 
promoting the proposed Nicaragua ship 
canal. He has made a great number of 
speeches, published pamphlets, and has 
let no opportunity go by wl'thout bring- 
ing that enterprise before the public. 
In short, ho was the one recognized 
champion of the Nicaragua canal on 
the Pacific Coast. If he had served 
faithfully as a Consul of Nicaragua it 
would have been a just recognition, of 
his ssrvices to lhave made him Consul 
of the greater Republic. 


It was easy enough to trump .up the 


charge that he had exceeded b!a powers 
in speaking and acting for Nicaragua 
atter the Republic Jjad become a part 
of the new Confederacy. The Consul's 
zea.! Cor JTicaragua haa been poorly re- 
warded. This incident illustrates the 
proverb that "Re-public are ungrateful." 
It also confirms the impression that no 
ship canal across Nicaragua will ever 
be constructed until there has been a 
new concession and the organization! of 
a new company.

bility that the complications may lead 
to actual war.

The seizures, which in his early youth 
took place about every four months, 
became more frequent and of a. more 
distinctly epileptic type, but they were 
never particularly trying to -his consti- 
tution until after he became burdened 
with the work and troubles Inseparable 
from the throne.

low in the air. Two slaves supporting

amphora 
on a pdle across their 
shoulders 
delightfully 
indicated the 
mart of a wine merchant. 
The 
picturesque 
square swinging 
sign-board was the outgrowth of the 
symbol 
developed by civilization, and 
this flourished in its greatest glory dur- 
ing the Middle Ages of merry England', 
when hall and hostelry alike were made 
interesting 
and beautiful by carving, 
forjring and limning, and crests and 
armorial 
bearings were the natural 
fruit of the days of feudalism. 


•At first these, for the most part, bore 
heraldic and emblematic devices of ani- 
mate, birds, fish and flowers, or figures 
of a religious.character, as saints and:

tion.

not to teach morals but to rescue the 
perishing, and to furnish the only basis 
upon which true morals can be built. 
So Jesus himself taught, and the divine 
Founder of this religion ought to be 
sufficient authority as to what its mis- 
sion in the world is. 


"We are debtors to those who dwell 
in the regions beyond, to the Barbar- 
ians as well as to the Greeks. There is 
not a heathen in China, or India, or 
Africa, but has a right to draw on us 
for tho gospel, and to deny the claim 
is to ileny the. Christ' who by the grace 
of God tasted death for every man. Hu- 
manity 
is not an aggregation of iso- 
lated 
units, but a throbbing, pulsing, 
solidarity, 
life touching- life the wide 


world 
round. It is one great family, 


and not to be concerned about every 
member of it is to manifest the nar- 
rowness of infidelity. We are debtors 
to one another and to all men every- 
where, and until we rise to this con- 
ception of our mission as believers in 


Sc-est Thou?', we behold," he said, "the 
work of the mother church of the Re- 
formation reaching beyond the fondest 
human hopes; for it is not by might, 
nor by power, but by the spirit of the 
living 
God that these things have 
come to' pass. 


"As we bring forth this ecclesiastical

pressing upon his heart, and in season 
and out of season he sought to cancel 
the 
indebtedness. Fill our churches 


•with men and women of tttiis sort and 
tho millonial glory would soon sweep 
like the sunrise over all the world. 


"We owe our knowedge, if we have 
one talent or two talents or five talents. 
The place for them is Tiot in the nap- 
kin, but out in the avenues of human 
life. There is a tendency among men 
ana 
women 
of education to become 
esoteric. They are stronsly tempted to 
move within their own circle and keep 
their 
acquisitions and attainments to 
themselves. They talk about the affin- 
ities of scholarship and too often for- 
get its obligations. The aristocracy of 
culture is just as wicked as any other 
Jclnd of aristocracy. There Is but one 
nobility, and that Is the nobility that 
writes upon Its esicutcheon the words of 
Paul. "I am debtor." 


"We owe our sympathy. There are 
multitudes all around us who are walk- 
Ing in the shadows, with heavy, burd- 
ened 
hearts. They have been disap- 
pointed 
in 
life. Things have gone 
against them. They have lost hope and 
are 
longing for the end of the road 
They want sympathy. They want to 
hear the voice of kindness, and to feol 
the touch of brotherly, of sisterly com- 
passion. And this debt we owe. It is 
laid upon everyone of ua and If we did 
but do our best to pay It, how the shad- 
ows woul.l lift and the sunshine come 
back into many a darkened life. The 
religion of the Cross ia a religion of 
sympathy. Its sreat Founder hungers 
with those who are hungry, and shivers 
In the north wind with those who are 
cold, and feels the fever of thirst with 
those who have no water, and the pain 
of disease with those who are sick, 
and the shame of imprisonment 
with, 
those who are behind the bars. 


"We 
owe our love. "Ow& no man 
anything," .«ays Paul, "but to love one 
•nother." According to this principle

".Enthusiasm, under wise gnidance 


and control, is tho secret o-f progress 
and power. 
AVannth is life, cold is 


death. Religion is not simply a clear- 
cut creed, nor merely a thrill of- emo- 
tion, but a glad life-long service to God 
and humanity. Without the glow of 
feeltag in it Christianity is but a de- 
corous propriety and a dreary yoke. 


"In our atmosphere of gold greed and 


scientific dry light our peril is not so 
much a tidal wave of ejcti'avagamt emo- 
tion as a stagnant inertnees of dead 
i'prmaUsm. Better a slight flow of sen- 
timental gush than a ca.ptious or nil ad- 
Jnirari spirit. It is easier to squirt oil 
of vitrol or flin-g' caustic epithets than 
to pu'lse ivith lofty passions. 


"Icy torpor is the dry rot of the 
church. Just as an uniorv'id tongue 
Mils the note of eloquence so an uiikin- 
d'led Christian robs trutii of its Ore and 
realty. Indeed unvitalizing and inef- 
fective !P any fact c-r idea that does not 
make the blood tingle and th'e heart 
thrill. 
'Ilhe fact is that emotion 
a/t 
white heat, whether in artistic or eth- 
ical lines, is the most potent factor in 
the works of genius or character that 
command the homage of the ages. 


"Of course emotion may be carried to 
mischievous excess, and override the

atable fruit, in short a sort of exhiler- 
atlon that ends only In self.

saints are never so frost bitten and use- 
less as when they are dominated- by a 
nice self-regard for their owii delight 
and happiness. Better icy indifference 
than self-conceited obtrusive holiness. 
To rise into transports of truth without 
obeying it is to sink; at last into the 
shallow accents of a trumpery piety. 
Better than sweet hymn staging and or 
line gusts of nerve intoxication ia It, 
day by day, to keep one's being steadily 
keyed up to the even tenor of a robust 
spiritual activity.

This ia all the more sugges- 
tive since our pastors and people are 
not given to sensational and emotional 
departures.

Christ. It is significant that this 


Lutheran growth for even the last de- 
cade has been 17 per cent higher than 
the general average.

'Father, I pray for all 
believe ou me through their word, th'a 
they all maye be one; as thou, fothe 
art in me and' I in th.ee, that they als 
may be one in us; that the world ma 
believe that thou has't sent me.' 


"The day has gone by when men i 


the face of that prayer, breathed from 
an Infinitely pure and loving -hear 
dare to proclaim from the pulpits, me 
assuming to he spiritual guides of th 
people, what practically amounts i 
this: 'Father we pray that thy peo 
pie may not be one, for we can never 
make the world believe, or turn the 
world to Christ unless we are divided 
into parties.' Men in this union- for 
the salvation of men Have been blend- 
ed in Christian love and it has been 
beautiful to see how harmonious every- 
thing has been. TJnion with Christ is 
union with every- other dispicple on 
earth. One is our master, even. Christ 
"Nor ought it to be a difficult task to 
effect this union everywhere^ The way 
to do it Is to lift up Christ. The at- 
tractive power is in Him. The way to 
kill sectarianism, is to preach Christ. 
"This union can, be effected among 
those who acknowledge the Divinity of 
Christ and His supreme authority. It 
wants no new article of faith. We all 
accept the Bible as from viod, and the 
new testament'as 
to us 
who are 
Christians, as the authorative revela- 
tion of.his will. 
"We all regard faith"in Christ as the 
faith that sa.ves. 
We hold that there 
is no remedy for a man if he will not 
repent. 
We all acknowledge the di- 
vine authority of baptism as the-ordi- 
nance through . which the 
believing 
penitent enters into the church. We 
all insist on the fruits of righteousness 
in those who wear the name of Christ. 
What then can we do to bring about 
Christian union in a practical . way? 
TJnion simpKy requires that we.rid our- 
selves of the test and the practices 
which Christ, nor the holy twelve did 
not authorize—the party names; the 
party creeds and the party : usages 
which have accumulated 
w> largely. 


Too much theology and too little of the 
Christ was one-.great reason for the 
churchs' division.

of 'the contract, and It is still in force till 
all gi-v-3 consent to tine dissolution'.

A. R., 
which convenes in Salinas on the 21st 
of April n-ext, to decide tipon, land the 
encampment having, decided upon the 
matter and the names of those selected 
forwarded to the Governor, let him ap- 
point those selected. 


A proper regard and consideration for 


the 6,000 Grand Army comrades in the 
Department of California and Nevada, 
would dictate such a course in this mat- 
ter.

FOR WEAK MINDS. 


Modern Conversion the Result 


of Feeling Rather Than 


Reason. 


Dr. C. W. Y/endte preached a sermon 
'esterday in which he handled, in for- 


ble imagery of. the Book of Revelation* j they preferred th« Apocolyptie visioni 
with its locusts and plagues, smoke and ' of Christ as the 'terrible ju<-ge and av- 
lake of fire and brimstone, noisome and 
gri&vous loves, fountains and rivers of' 
"blood, thunder and lightning and earth- ! 
quake, are. all faithfully reflected in 
great religious h>-mns like the Dies 
Trae, the epics of a Dante and a Mil- 
ton and the frescoes and pictures of the 
masters in art. 
"Dante especially scows the greatest 


ingenuity in inventing' forms of agony 
to vary the horrors of bis Infemo; ser- 
pents, fiery rain, blistering sands, hurri- 
canes, bloody seas, burning caskets, 
demons armed -with pitchforks, -hideous 
devices it makes one shudder even to 
think of. One sees in Europe every- 
where, in churches, shrines, cemeteries, 
on walls and ceilings, on bridges and 
highways, carved or painted the terri- 
ble symlxilism of this religion o£ fear, 
of punishment, of agony and despair. 
In the Sistine-Chapel at Rome Mich- 


ael Angelo has painted on the wall 
above the altar his celebrated fresco, 
'The Last Judgment.' The dead awak- 
ened from their graves by the Archan- 
gels' trucmpets, are ascending through 
tihe air to receive from Christ, the awful 
judg-e of the quick and the de-ad, their 
sentence of eternal woe, or eternal bliss. 
Christ ihlmself is represented in hero- 
ic fashion as standing in an .attitude of 
denunciation, with a harsh and unlove- 
ly cast of features. He looks more like 
a pagan deity than the saviour of Chris- 
tendom, and he bears no resemblance 
whatever to the Jesus of the beatitudes, 
the preacher of brotherly love, the ag- 
onized saint in Gethsemane, the meek 
sufferer on the cross. 
"The medieval preachers appealed no 


less potently to this sentiment of fear 
in the breasts of their hearers. They 
pictured the doom of the evil doer in 
glaring colors and terrifying imagery. 
A favorite device of the cslmrch.was to 
excite and terrify tihe masses through 
the medium of dramatic performances.

"T-he New Testament contains two 


portraitures c-E Christ which differ very 
materially from each other; which on 
closer examination will be found to mu- 
ually exclude each other. 
"The first pictures to us a Christ of 


fierce and terrible aspect, an implaca- 
ble judge and avenger, of wrathful and 
uwforgiving temper. 


"It is the Christ wiho, according to the 


urid imagery of the Book of Revela- 
tion, is to return to his own in awful 
majesty and millenial splendor, amid 
the terror, and agony, and la-menta- 
tion of the peoples of the earth; his eyes 
a flame of lire, a sword between his 
;eeth, clothed in a vesture dipped in 
blood, seated upon a ivhite charger, 
'Vacling in the blood of the slain. 


"It is the Ch-rist who, according to the 


2'ith chapter of the gospel of M-attherw, 
s&nds out his angels to the four quar- 
ters of the heavens to divide humanity 
into two great companies—t'he saved 
and the condemned; at whose coming 
the sun is darkened, the earth quakes 
a-ncl the stars fall down from heaven. 
It is the Christ who. according to the 
25th.chapter 6£ Matthew, says fo those 
on his left hand: 'Depart from me, ye 
cursed, ireto everlasting fire, prepared 
for the Devil and his angels.' It is the 
Christ who, according to id Thessalon- 
ians, chapter I, will descend from hea- 
ven with Ms mighty angels, taking 
vengeance on them 'that know not God., 
and obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction/' 


"This is the first of the two contrast- 
ed portraitures of Christ to be found to 
t'he 
New Testament. 
"Close beside it is aiDother. I-t pre- 
sents us with a child of God, full of 
grace amd love, his features serious in 
aspect, but singularly gentle, his con- 
versation earnest, but illled with the 
spirit of humility. 


"It .is the Christ who comes to his own 
seated, not on a prancing war steed 
and -wielding a flaming sword of ven- 
geance, but seated irabher on a -humble, 
peaceful be-ast oC burden, with palm 
branches spread in the way, surround- 
ed, not with vengeful angels of terri- 
ble aspect, but with a joyous and eager 
multitude of 
his fellow-beings—while 


ohilflren's voices chant the 
glad re- 


frain, 'Hosanjia to Him that cometh ia 
the name of the Lord!' 
"It is -the Jesus who, when his disci- 
ples besought iliim to call dcnvn fire from 
heaven upon those who rejected Him, 
uttered t'he memorable rebuke: 'Ye 
know not what manner of spirit ye are 
o£. The Son o£ Man is not oome to de- 
stroy mem's lives, but to save them.' 


"It is the Jesus wlio walks peace- 


fully through the landscapes of Judea, 
preaching the gospel of love to God and 
love to man; who, when certain of his 
disciples were filled with wrath against 
one who wrought in Christ's name yet 
refused to follow Him, said 
gently: 


'Forbid him not, for he that is not 
against us is for us.' 
"It is the Christ who, when the world 
•rought to bear its brutal force against 
lim, did not employ force against it. 
>ut with wondrous sweetness of spirit 
.eclared: 
'My kingdom is not of this 


i-orld; else would my servants fight;' 
-ade Peter put up his sword, and bow- 
rig, his head to -his persecutors, meekly 
nvoked upon -them the merciful judg- 
•nent of God. 'Father, forgive them, 
or they know not what they do.' 


"It is that Jesus, finally, who spoke 


ndeecl of a return to his disciples, but 
11 the sense of •his' constant spiritual 
-resence with them, a.s a comforter and 
nspirer who ivould lead them into all 
ruth. (See Ilein-rich Lang's Discourses) 
, "No one who is even superficially ac- 
quainted with the New Testament can 


to distinguish these two Christs, so

picture of him which the Gospel story 


5 mainly concerned^ to present to us. 
For, unquestionably,. the .motion ot 
Jesus as aa angry- and 
implacable 
judge of tie world is foreign to the real 
spirit of the gospel. It is to be found 
chiefly in the Book 
of Revelations, 
which, in .the opinion of leading critics 
of the new and rising, school of biblical 
science, ia either a Jewish apocalypti- 
cal writing 
revamped 
and 
directed 
against Nero and other persecutors of 
the early Christians, or else is a pal- 
pable imitation of later Jewish script- 
ures like the Books of Daniel, Esd.ras, 
etc. We know that the Jewish fancy 
grreatly delighted 
in such visionary 
writings and that they were very num- 
erous in Christ's day and after. As for 
the. 24th and 25th, chapters of Matthew, 
they are so entirely foreign to the char- 
acter and teachings of Christ as por- 
trayed in the remainder of the New 
Testament that we may justly consid- 
er. t.l?.em as importations or grafts on 
the primitive gospel story. 
Perhaps no teaching has wrought so 
much misery in human society as this 
of an avenging Christ. We have only 
to recall the many 
scaffolds 
it. has 
erected in Christendom in the name' of 
religion, the seas of blood that have 
been shed for the supposed glory of 
Christ; of the papacy which has words 
of blessing, for so few and words of 
cursing for so many, of the sectarian 
spirit which .causes ,the various bodies 
of Protestants to .believe to hate and 
condemn each other for supposed er- 
rors of belief; we have only to consider 
the multitudes that 'have 
suffered 
agonies of fear and apprehension, to 
see what a monstrous ev.il it has been 
in human society. And still it is up- 
held among us. The Salvation Army 
makes 
it main reliance in its relig- 


ious work, or would but for the great 
human loving heart in its rank and 
file, which overcomes even its harsh 
doctrine, and symbols of war 
and 
blood-shed, symbols which 
in- them- 
selves are so foreign to a' true Christ- 
ian I ty.

Let us accept rather that other por- 
traiture of Christ which Is the domi- 
nant, one in the New Testament and 
which represents Him as a messenger 
of love and peace,' a bringer of glad 
tidings of great joy. This is the true 
Jesus, who, through the power' of his 
spirit,. rose above the narrow preju- 
dices the weak fears and the formal 
worship 
of his time and people into 
the free and joyous piety of a child of 
God. It is the Christ who did not lose 
His child-like and inspiring faith in his 
heavenly father in all the trials and 
hardships 
of hiB earthly career; who, 
with a self-sacrificing love which ought 
to 
shame;out of sight our timorous 
fears and": selfish scramble for personal 
salvation; gave himself a willing- victim 
for the truth- of the Kingdom and the

eternal welfare of his 


brethren. 
What Christendom needs is to come
